In his first State of the World message, Nixon pre­ 
sented his proposed expansion of the Safeguard ballistic 
missile defense program as the best immediate response 
to the Soviet build-up.

Schools 
Remain In Florida Order

federal appeals court, for the 
first time defining

unitary 
school system , has ordered a 
Florida county to im plem ent a 
neighborhood pupil assign men t 
I plan that will leave intact three 
a11-black schools. 
The 5th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals, in a ruling in New Or­ 


leans Tuesday, said that to qual­ 
ify as a unitary system a school 
district m ust have achieved de­ 
segregation in student enroll­ 
m ent, faculty, staff, transporta­ 
tion, facilities and extracurricu­ 
lar activities. 
The court said its approval of 
a neighborhood system for Flor­ 
ida’s Orange County would not 


necessarily 
apply 
to 
other 
school districts. 
“ Under 
the 
facts 
of 
this 
case,” the ruling said. “ it hap- 
pens 
that the school 
board’s 
choice of a neighborhood assign­ 
m ent system (is adequate to con­ 
vert the Orange County school 
system from a dual to a unitary 
system .” 
The court said the three Or­ 
ange County schools to rem ain 
all-black were “ the 
result of 
residential patterns.” 
“ Site location, also under the 
guidance of the county biracial 
com m ittee, will guarantee elim ­ 
ination in the future. In addi­ 
tion. open housing under Title 8 
of the Civil Rights Act of 1968 
will serve to prevent neighbor-

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Enstrom Closes 


The Detroit Free Press not long ago pub­ 
lished a lengthy account of the IL J. Enstrom 
Corp.’s helicopter factory in Menominee under 
a headline that read “Can Enstrom Corp. Make 
It? ” 
That question was answered last W ednes­ 
day when Pacific Airmotive Corp., a division of 
Purex Corp., owner of Hie Ii. J. Enstrom Corp., 
announced that the firm would close. 
The announcement came as a shock to resi­ 
dents of Menominee, where the Enstrom Corp. 
has operated since it was organized in December, 
1959. Just the other day, Andreas Asstad, En- 
ltrom ’s marketing vice president, said he ex­ 
pected “the greatest demand ever for Enstrom 'a 
T-28 turbocopter, “the world's only three-place, 
turbine-powered helicopter." 
Instead, the Enstrom plant has been closed 
and Purex officials have said the decision is final. 
Menominee thus has lost an annual payroll of 
more than $1 million. Eighty people have lost 
their jobs. The dream of John J. Christensen, 
organizer and first president of the Enstrom 
Corp., and the 9,000 founding stockholders lies 
shatter :*d. 
“The close down decision has been made 
because of the failure of sales to materialize 
from the Enstrom operation and the consequent 
losses which have resulted have created a con­ 
tinuing profit and cash drain,’’ the announce­ 
m ent by Purex stated. 
*

The corporation’s brief history h a s been 
star-crossed. In 1962, one of the two choppers 
that had been built by then in the Menominee 
plant plummeted to earth, killing the test pilot. 
Production rose very slowly, reselling five chop­ 
pers a month early in 1969 and only seven when 
the plant was closed, far below the 20 copters a 
month that Purex had set as a minimum for 
three years hence. A fter IO years of business, 
the corporation had produced only 64 helicopters 
and sold 54 of them. By 1968,when Purex ac­ 
quired the firm, Enstrom Corp. had lost about 
$1 million. (A t the tim e of the sale, incidentally, 
Purex stock was at $35. It closed Monday at 
$15Va a share.) Uast fall, the company lost a 
contract it had with Brazil and cut its work 
force from 165 to 80. 
Following announcement that the plant 
would be closed, Christensen was reported to 
have said that four companies are interested in 
buying Enstrom from Purex, but he did not 
identify the firm s. Purex officials said they 
will offer the assets of the firm for sale, but 
not the corporate structure. Included in the 
assets would be the certification by the Federal 
Aviation Adm inistration.

Closing of the Enstrom operation follows a 
strange 
and 
unfortunate 
pattern 
that 
has 
emerged in Upper Peninsula industry in recent 
years. It is a pattern of absorption of a smaller 
industry by a giant industry, followed by the 
extinction of the smallei industry. The cycle was 
repeated a number of tim es in the last decade. 
The m ost recent until now was the acquisi­ 
tion of the C liffs Dow Chemical Co. in Mar­ 
quette by Royal Oak Charcoal Corp and the clos­ 
ing of this plant — the city’s largest industrial 
em ployer — last year. 
E a rlier, Universal Oil Products acquired 
Calumet & Hecla, one of the oldest industries 
in the Upper Peninsula and not long thereafter 
perm anently halted all C&H m ining in the Cop­ 
per Country following a long and bitter strike. 
Great Lakes Toys in Iron River was sold 
to the nationally known corporation called Plav- 
skool with the understanding that the plant 
would remain in operation in the Upper Penin­ 
sula. But Playskool itself was purchased by an 
even larger toy m anufacturing corporation, Mil­ 
ton Bradley, and that company decided to close 
the Iron River plant. 
Oxford Paper Co. was actively interested in 
building a large paper mill on Lake Superior 
northw est of M unising — until the company 
was acquired by Ethyl Corp., one of the con­ 
glomerates. Soon it w as announced that plans 
for the mill had been abandoned. 
Upper Peninsula citizens should be forgiven 
if they became a bit apprehensive when they 
hear that one of the huge corporations is con­ 
sidering acquiring an industry above the Straits. 


Gatorade Case 


Five doctors w h o developed the popular 
thirst-sq lunching drink Gatorade in their spare 
tim e are discovering the pitfalls of working un­ 
der government grants. 
Concocting the formula for the drink re­ 
quired only about 20 minutes, according to its 
creators, who at the time were working at the 
U niversity of Florida. To their mixture Stokely- 
Van Camp, Inc., added a palatable flavor, and 
Gatorade was born. 
Used first by the university’s football team, 
Hie Florida Gators, the product was placed on 
tile market and won almost instant acceptance. 
The doctors were on the verge of becoming mil­ 
lionaires. 
To tile doctors’ m isfortune, however, it hap­ 
pened that at the tim e they developed tile drink 
they were working under n "eminent grants for 
kidney transplant reseal Ii. Time spent on the 
drink was not even remotely connected with 
their government work, but that did not prevent 
the government from claiming ownership of 
Gatorade. 
A fter Gatorade’s financial success became 
apparent, the U. S. Department of Health, Edu­ 
cation and W elfare declared it owns the formula 
because the doctors developed it while working 
under federal research grants. 
The case is now headed for an airing in the 
courts, where both the doctors and the govern­ 
ment claim ownership, 
The outcome is certain to be watched with 
interest, for it raises the question of whether 
persons working for the governm ent retain any 
freedom at all.
